Long ngo two porsouH, u man and a 
woman, landed near to tho place where 
the mouth of tho Kaiiaimo rivor now ia. 
They landed from a Hmall canoo in which 
they had eroHscd the heaving waters from 
the mainlanil (Jarvia . Inlet). Tiioy wore 
jiiaii. find wife, bat tltoj wpman >raB..,th^^ 
in&A's'si SHi>**£f noi Ws f ijll niai'^^ 
his mother and her mother wareCsiaterft!" 
Of old such relations were spoken of as 
brothers and sisters. It was considered a 
shame by out- people of old for persons of 
the same blood to intorman'y. Tho man 
and woman were therefore driven by the 
chiefs of'thcii* tribo'-from the country of 
thoi^ liiifth."' Th6y''cro38Cd1 the' heaving 
waters in Hcarch of a now home. Chief, 
I am an old man, do not allow me to 
trouble you by my too much talking. 'Tis 
becfvHso yoU' wish to' know of this- matter 
tiiat I now tell it to you. ■ 

Tho man andiwife together hauled their 
catioo to a safe placo nbow, high-water 
mark. TIio woman ^soccodffdfto.f'gathor 
drj' ^sticks antf Kranohcs of :troo8 n with 
which to make a fiio. The"man -wcnt in 
fjcarch of fresh water. IIo wandered 
round tho.bay,w^ierp, tho -Nanaimo river 
now jpin's tlifi jWxjng^ several 
chanricls; ' ' Ho' aid' not 'find' any fresh 
water. He was thirsty and disheartened. 
Looking towarda -.La spot wliero ho liad 
left his wife he saw tin 'smoke of her 
camp fire rising in largo volumes above 
the tops of the trees. Ho wondered how 
his wife in so short a time could have col- 
lected wood enough to make aq.^large 'a 
fire. Of old our people had ho such axes 
as wo now buy at the trading hpusos, and 
their fuel consisted principally of small

'Tis because you asked to know 
of these matters that I now speak of 
them. The man turned and walked to- 
wards his camp. When near to it ho saw 
on tho sand, tho footprints of a man.

Our people of old had no guns. Thny had 
bows and arrows, spear.s and clubs. With 
these they killed game and fought their 
enemies. AVheii they had lived some time 
on &8h and birds and longed for the flesh 
of tho_ wild' "animals of the niountain, 
plalh*Sn,^/f(i.r.(isti i^ me'ri of ' the, 

ti'ifc'e wont' iii,to. th'ci'''Wp 
ing a suitable nlaco made there an enclo- 
sure.

The being told tho man to foar not and 
thiit ho (ToulU get him water in great 
plenty. Ho said futhornibro that he ruled 
over the . elements . ond was the Guar- 
dian of that country. That ho wanted 
people there in ofdec;that lxo, 
pleaauio in ^^ingj^e^i| 
not only got wafer Torlhotr "fepasi 
that ho would make a rivor, up which sal- 
mon would ascend and in which trout 
would live, so that people might choose 
their fish from tho frosh water.jsnd from 
tho lioaving waters. Tho Guardian then 
took his; bow and drawing thereon an ar- 
row to its full length, shot it against tho 
, nearest mountain. The arrow struck the 
mountain a long distance below its sum- 
mit. When tho arrow struck, tho light- 
ning flashed, tho thunderroarod, tho earth 
trembled, the man and tho woman covor- 
od their face? and were much afraid. Tho 
Kuardian' told thotif to fear not but to 
look towards the mountain. They did .so 
and saw that tho m(mntairi wa."! rent, tlicre 
being a largo opening oxteniliug upwards 
from tho spot where tho arrow struck to 
the summit of thc^«\oi}ntain. ■ Aj-Btroam 
of water fiowl'd^do>wii '>ifi6^0]M)i^ TIio 
Ouardiari thqn.shot.a second aiT0w,.which 
struck the mountain lower down. 
Again tho lightning flashed, tho thunder 
roared, tho earth trembled. The first 
opening widened ant\ extended downwards 
to the spot struck by tho second ^ arrow.' 
Tho .whole opening.. now formed^ft: wide 
gorge through which flowed a large stream 
tho roar of whoso rushing waters wore 
hoard at tho man's encampment.

ing numerous curves which nro now fol- 
lowed by tho channel of tho Nanaimo 
river. The third arrow struck tho base 
of the mountain with a loud noise., Tlie 
lightning fla.^hcd. The thunder pealed, 
tho earth'' trembled. Tho gorge in, tho 
mountain widened, leaving a large valley 
between its walis. Through this valley 
tho Nanaiiuo river and its two main tribu- 
taries have flowed from that time to this 
day. ■ - ■ ■- ,^ 
, Tho Guardian theijv turned to the man, 
telling hicMthat: ho 'admirod'liis sister and 
would take her to wife. Ho also told tho 
man that ho did very wrong in espousing 
liis near rolatire ; that ho must take a 
wife from^Bome distant tribe and directed 
him to jpumey northward on foot and 
that he would find, a people living on the 
banks of a river three daysV journey frqm 
Nan'aiim'o.' ' \ -j- ■ 

Tho man ob'oyod the words of the Guar- 
dian, as ho was very much afraid of that 
being. On tho third day after leaving 
Nanaimo ho reached tho Sahlum river, 
where, as told him by the guardian, ho 
found a people who treated him kindly. 
He took unto himself a wife of tho Tah- 
lum tribe, with whom ho returned ' to 
Nanaimo. They had a large family whoso 
dcscondant.s are now the common people 
of the Nanaimo tribe. The man's Bister, 
the wife of tho Guardian, also had chil- 
dren. Their descendants aro tho princi- 
pal chiefs of the Nanaimo, Noo-noo-as, 
Tahlum and Cowichin tribes. I am a 
chief. I am an old man and yet. I am 
strong! I wa.s a full gro^^ n ■man at tho 
time that tho white men first built a trad- 
ing house at Quoitlln (Langlpy, Derby, 
1825). In my youngor, .tlaViii . ,1 ' 'rel^^ 
tasted fish of any kind, t- lived on the 
flesh of the deor, bear, mountain goat and 
wild fowl. I chased the deer on foot, 
and when he stopped to rest I shot him 
wiMi my bow and arrow. I killed the 
bear in his lair by striking him on tho 
head witli my .club. I oscended tho 
mountain t'o-pl4^8filj8ve^ tKo liaunts of 
the wild goat and killed him by rolling 
groat stmes down upon him. In my 
younger days I often fasted two or three 
days without, loss of strength. >yhen 
going to war I have paddled two days and 
two nights without food, sleejl or rest'of 
any kind. 

(Jur yoiuig men have become like 
women. Thoy are too lazy to follow tho 
wild animals, thoy aro aatisfiod to live on 
fish. They are weak; they arc not bravo; 
their pride has left them. ' They use 
noisy fiana which frighten Iha gAvoldWIf&y
